A collection of 15 stories that fall into the "read aloud” classification 
more because of type and format than content, which is admirably suited to this age 
group (6 to 9). Folk tales of many nations, and many that will be gratefully received 
in that they are not the hackneyed ones repeated in so many collections. English ~

A Tale of Czechoslovakia

about his will. The background of life in Czechoslovakia is colorful and interest-— 
ing, but somehow doesn’t ring quite so true as some of Mrs. Crew's other stories.

Collection of stories of all countries and times dealing with - as the 
title indicates - ghosts and goblins, witches, animal spirits, magic. A somewhat 
more mature group of stories than the usual fairy tale collection, and with a spe- 
cial sort of focus for the time when spooks are in order. Miss Harperis an excell- 
ent anthologist, and this measures up to standard. (August 20) . $2. OO 


Hilles, Helen Train PLAY STREET Random House 


This starts out to be the story of the friendship between a boy recover- 
ing from infantile paralysis (and the spoiled invalidisnm that results), and the son 
of the half sick door man. And it ends by being a combination of a gang story and 
a rather exaggerated bad boy and poor little rich children make good tale. Has ele- 
ments that will make for popularity, but it lacks focus. Illustrated by Zhenya Gay.

hood in Connecticut a century ago, of the rigid point of view towards children's 
play and clothes and outlook on life. Phebe goes to stay with her relatives in Litch- 
field Country, where her silks and embroidered pantalettes, her sashes, her copy of 
Mother Goose are frowned upon. It is an entertaining story of a small girl who won't 
stay within bounds, and a good picture of the times. Illustrated by the author.

* Good story of Long Island in the days of the American Revolution, of the 


part one boy played in helping General Washington and his troops slip away from under 
the very nose of the British, and of the part his boat and his horse played. Deals 
with a phase of the war that is not so familiar as most - and is an excellent pic— 
ture of life of the period, which went on comparatively undisturbed by war except 
when it was actually on their threshold.

A rather spoiled jirl 
adapting herself to an unfamiliar way of life; the unusual locale and ways of livin; 
and thinking add to the interest of this northern story; and the customs and beliefs 
are well presented in their relation to the tale. Primarily a jirl's book but the 
Eskimo boy's necessary dominance of the many situations that arise should give it 
some appeal for boys also.
